ORDER 

Netti Delhi, the 6th February 1958 

S.R.O. 500.—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of sub-section (2) of sectlo^ of 
the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of r9^j), andinsupresession of the Rice and Paddy (west 
Bengal) Price Control Order, 1958 issued witli the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Department of Food) No. S.R.O. 251 dated the 15th January, 
1958, the Central Government hereby makes the following order, namely 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) This Order may be called the Rice and Paddy 
(West Bengal) Second Price Control Order, 1958. 

(2) It bhaU come into force at once. 

2. Deflnitlona. —In this Order,— 

(a) “aman coarse” means rice or paddy of the varieties other, than aman fine and aman 

medium specified in this Order ; 

(b) “aman fine” means rice or paddy o'" any of tlie varieties specified in column (2) of the 

First Schedule produced in a district specified in the corresponding entry in column 
(i) thereof ■, 

(c) "aman medium" means rice or paddy of any of the varieties specified in column (2) of the 

Second Schedule produced in a district specified in the corresponding entry in column 
(1) thereof j 

(d) “Sale in wholesale quantities" means sale in quantities exceeding ten maundg in any one 

transaction ; 

(e) “Schedule” means a Schedule to tlais Order. 

3. Maximum Prices at which Rice and Paddy may be sold.—The maximum prices at 
which rice and paddy of aman fine, aman medium and aman coarse varieties may be sold in whole¬ 
sale quantitfes in the districts within tlic State of West Bengal mentioned in Column I of the Tliird 
Schedule shall be as specified in the airrcsponding entries in column II of the said Schedule. 

ExplanMion i.—All prices are exclusive of the cost of gunny bags but are inclusive of tlie 
costs of bagging, weigliing, sewing and handling ; in case of delivery of naked grain 
by the seller, the prices shall be reduced by six nayc paisc per maund. 

Explanation 2.—A maund is equivalent in tveight to forty seers, each seer being equivalent 
in weight to eighty tolas. 

Explanation 3.—The prices specified in the Third Schedule are for fair average quality 
conforming to the specifications prescribed in the Fourth Schedule ; for rice or paddy 
below the fair average quality the maximum prices shall be determined by reducing 
the prices specified m the Third Schedule by the amounts of batta indicated in the 
Fourth Schedule.
